At the meeting of the Students' Council, held in the Union >istciiiay af tcrÉMn, it wu 
moved by J. L. O'Biien, the Arts i-eiiresentatft-e, and seconded by Capt. W. Nichoiaon, 
President of "McGtil Daily, ' and unanimously pnssed by the Council that: 

, "The Students' Council places itself on leford as heartUy approving of the amend- 
ments to the constitution, whi^h will be proposed at a meeting of the Students' Society, 
held for that purpose, on March 7, 1919." 

The notice of the amcndincnts read as f oUows; " 

A motion w ill be made a meeting o'f the Students' Society, to be held on Friday, 
March 7, 1919, that the following aMendmcata bt madt tn thn Constitatio* of the 

Society, . ■ y ■ ■ * - . . 

That Article five (5) be amended to readt • 

This ^Executive Council shall be com'p^ciiof eleven Members as foUows:>- 

(a) The President of the Students' Society, who shaU be chhlrman. 

(b) The President of "McGiU Daily." 

(c) The President of the Union. 

(d) The four j?ret)idents of the Football, Hockey and Track Clubs, and of the Athletic 
Association. The above, members shnH 'serye.for one year fnm the first day of July 
following their election. - ■ ' 

(e) One representative from each of the four faculties, who shall be elected by the 
students of, such faculty, fram the Junior Class thereof, between November, the 20th, 
and<4)eceniber the lOth, in each year. Nominations from ench faculty shall be presented 
to, the Secretary of the Students' Society at Nnst ten days betorc the date of the elec> 
Hon, and posted hj him at least one week bcf#e that date. ' < 

The above members shaU serve for one yenr from the Uni day of January following 
theii' election. ^ 

That Article six (C) be struck out and the fdOowIng article anbatitvtcd:— 

The management and control of the College paper shall be vcstotHn the Praaidcnt of 
"McGiU Daily, ' subject to the appœval of the ExtcnttTO CmhmU. ' 

That after Article nine (9) the following be added to consUtutc Article ten (10): 
Jt shaU appoint , the President of "BIcGill Daily" from the actlTe members of "McGil 
Daily" staff at its first meeting in the' month of March in each year.

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE. 

epoch-making event in th« life' of McGUl Daily seems to 
be at hand. Last night at a meeting of the Studenta' Council 
r eitAin proposed amoni'Tieiits to the constitution of the Students' 
Society were read and ratified, Mhich, if they are passed at the 
semi-àinual mectinjf in the spring, w|ll alter entirely the rel»- 
lionship lîctween the Council and the staff of the ^indcrgraduate 
newspaper. 

For several years past efforts have been made on the part 
of tho.se put in charge of the editing of the Daily to secure â 
^^ -Icni nl" rcprcsen^iition on the Students' Council M-hich should 
Iki ail improvement on the existing one. As the matter now 
' stands the only voice the Daily has upon that Council is Uuvugfa 
l.iie medium of the President, who is not appointed from the 
iiciily staff, but selected from the metwfciera who represent the 

various other activities about' the eolleiçe. In this way there is ^ ^^^j^jy, 
no provision made for the state of affairs that might arise should j rdrnn'to 
a man bo Kivcn the post of president who had absolutely no in; 
lerest in the Daily, and knew and jared nothing about the con» 
..dition and feelings of the staff. 

- - Those who have been in attendance at MeGill for four or 
five years may remember that the questiim of direct r^tresenta- 
lion of the Daily staff on the Students' Council was brought up 
in the days when H. R. Morgan was the editor-in^îhief. Al- 
though most of the members of the Council expressed themselves 
as being in favour of a change no action was taken, and the mat- 
ter was allowed to lapse. Since then frequent criticism has 
been levelled at the constitution, but the change has never been 
effected. Now thijigs have been brought to a. head, and the 
Council lias seen fit to i-atify the proposal intihoduced by the staff. 

Wq feel sure' that every student who takes the trouble to 
consider the matter at all will realize that in taking this action 
the Students' Council is fully justified, and has every right to 
expect the hearty support of the whole student body. It would 
be well if some of the undergraduates, during the period between 
ihe pi-esent time and the meeting of the Students' Spciety, on 
March 7th, spent a few minutes in trying to comprehend the dif- 
ficulties under which the Daily staff laboured' in yèara past, 
when they were unable to Mcure a voice upon the govèming 
l)ody of the Students' Council in sgiitt tit the fact that they, 
presumably, were responsible for the sueèeis or failure of the 
paper. If they do they will be ready to come out hi aupport of 
the emendations at the meeting, for the decieion in favour of the 
change requires only the exerdsc of common sense.

WILFRIDS DEATH 

(Continued from Page 1) 
much great honour on Canada and on 
McGill University especially. There 
is one lesson to be learned from the 
life of Sir Wilfrid Laurier as a gradu- 
1 ate of McGill, and that is that the Uni- 
versity's work ia^not to ba measured 
in her cubic capacity in mortar aad 
stone, but that her reputation is built 
upon the achievements of her gradu- 
ates. Sir Wilfrid's personality has 
won not only the respect of Canada 
but the eeteem of the world. In ooa« 
elusion, Mr. Cameron asaertod that 
when students of McOiU graduate they 
should remember that in their hands 
Is entrusted the honour ot the Uni- 
versity and that they should lire, qp 
to her ideals. 

Vincent Dupuis, of Law 19, waa 
then asked by the chairman to propose 
the motion of condolence and regret 
at the passing away ot one of Canada's 
dearest sons, and one of McOill's most 
Illustrious graduates. 

"Mr. Chairman, Dean Lee, Gentle- 
jmen," said V. Dupuis. "About 65 
jycai's ago. a little bit later than this 
period ot ihc year, in this building, 
j perhaps in this very room, the Under- 
graduate Society, Faculty ot Uiw of 
McGill, was holding a ^jneralwoeet- 
ing; the students attending this meet- 
ing 10 have the opportunity to hear 
their elder confreres of the class 1864, 
bidding farewell to old McOill. Ihey 
hud Juut received their degree and 
tlioir tabk was now to struggle for 
life. In the morrows to come they 
will (>nfloavour lo mako their way to- 
ward aucccss as it waa given them to 
undcreland it. 

"Curiously enough, the proposer of 
the addrccc ot farewell was a young 
man who, in the years to OMUa was 
to hav6 the good fortune to reach to 
the height of honour which a country 
can confer upon her sons, and wboee 
name Is written lu golden letters upon 
the rtgister of our Faculty. This 
name lb Wilfrid Laurier, whwn the 
natlqn with a bleeding heart will ac- 
company to bis last resting place Sat- 
urday. In bis addreas, this talented 
young lawyer said subatantially, 
among other things that "I here pledge 
my honour that I will give the whola 
of my life to the cauae of conciliation, 
harmony and accord amongst the dit 
ferent elements of this country of 
ours." Mr. Chairman, I am sure that 
nobody here will deny me when I say 
that his now rule of conduct waa dua 
to his stage in this unlvereity, where 
he learned to appreciate bis English 
fcUow-countOTueu iu the persons ùt 
his school-mates ; ; nay, was it not due 
to his study of the British institutions 
which he found out to "be ayaoaymous 
v,ith llb|i-ty, equality and fair play? 

"Auyhow, we may say that he waa 
faithful to his McGill up to the very 
lost moment. It Is so true that we 
can hardly find one of hta acta wlttch 
is not framed with that spirit of con- 
ciliation which originated at McOlU, 
and as Mr. .Mitchell said yesterday, 
speaking in the name of the Protaat- 
anl minority, 'the whole polttical 
creed aad doctrine ot Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier may be summed up In the 
words conciliation, harmony, peace, 
Justice, fadr play, freedom, moderatloa 
and honesty.' 

"In support ot this, may T be allow' 
cd to give a citation, showing bis oou' 
stant and tenacious effort towards Ua 
ideal. This is what he said when ha 
was appointed to the leadership ot his 
party: 'For my part, whan the hour 
for final rest shall etrlka and irhaa 
my eyes shall close forerer I shall 
consider that my life, has not alto- 
gether been wasted, it I shall have 
contributed to heal one patriotic 
wound in the heart of even a aingle 
one ot my countrymen, and to thus 
have promoted even to the amallest 
extent the causes of concord and bar 
mony between the cltiMns ot the DO' 
minion.' 

"I deem it a sacred duty 'to render 
to his Imperishable memory hero to 
yuu gentlemen who give me the honor 
of hearing the testimony that for my 
part hia lite has not been altogather 
wasted, that his teaching did not put 
very high in my mind the value of the 
British institutions and liberty, aad 
consequently he promoted, not to a 
small extent but to a yery large ex- 
tent In me the causes of concord and 
harmony, and I fancy that this testt- 
fflony of my own la the testimony of 
many others in this country. Long- 
fellow said somewhere that lives of 
great men all remind ua that we can 
make our lives sublime, and depart- 
ing leave behind us foot-prints on the 
sands of time. 

"If to-day our hearts are heavy 
with sorrow, by the passing iway of 
our most noble fellow-countryman, we 
elevate our coulage with this eoaao- 
lation that the principles which wora 
the basis of Ills life are going to 11t« 



the Faculty of Law. UeOm Univers- 
ity, now assambled, wish to express 
their d«» aad abiding sorrow at tha 
paaatng of Sir Wlltrld lAorier. whom 
they are proud to conaider as their 
mou distlagaialied elder;

public" of Argentina, or if not, a na- 
tive, one who must havn devoted bis 
life work to the study of tlu> country, 
Tbe reader began by giving, in a 
general way, the history of Argentina 
from the tline of its discovery in 1508 
through the age of Spanish suprem- 
acy lo Its declaration of liulcpend- 
encc in 1816. Having formed a con- 
stitution in the year 1853 It progress- 
ed rapidly to the present day, when 
it exists as one of tbe world's largest 
npiiblic:'. The Rcpublli- of .Xrgnn- 
tina now occupies the greater part of 
the southern exlremlty ot South 
America, «xtending from north to 
south tor some 2.285 miles, and hav- 
ing an area of 1 J5r.,119 square mile?, 
of which 253,196,000 acres are used for 
agricQltural purposes. Geographical- 
ly. Argentine may be divided into 
three main divisions, the mountain re- 
gion and table lands of the west, tho 
great plains of the east, and the arid 
steppers of Patagonia. 

Mr. Macdonald went on to tell of 
Argentine's enterprising populaflotf, 
their education, religion and customs. 
He then dealt with the commercial 
poeslbilltles which the vast area could 
afford, not only through its agricul- 
tural, but also through its mineral 
products. 

The staple e:tportE of Arsentiua are 
live stock, wool, meats, bides, timber, 
Bugar and minerals, all of which are 
of \-ast importance In the. process of 
reoonatruction'''by thé' Allied nations 
of the Great War. 

Mr. Macdonald then told of the cities 
of Argeoitina, their relaticms to tbe 
commercial value of the country. He 
also stated that, the coastline, though 
extensive, did not afford good har- 
bours, and he called our attention to 
the fact that the republic, d«t>ptle this 
dijsadvantago. had risen with the civil- 
ised nations of to-day. 

Following the paper the debate 
took place: "Resolved, that the Pro- 
vince ot Quebec have prohibition by 
May the First." 

Orivakla, of the affirmative, opened 
his remarks by E.taUng that prohibi- 
tion was, ot necessity, the only means 
pf doing away witb the crimes of al- 
cohol. Thousands of men, with "back 
pay" ia their pockets, had returned 
from overaeaa aad the saloons in Can- 
ada were robbing them of their money, 
"All ot Canada is dry except Quebec, 
which still hangs on to the bottle, and 
maintains |he right to give it to its 
people." He stated that crime no 
more existed in provinces that bad 
adopted prohlbiUon, that pauperism 
and insanity were reduced to a mini- 
mum. In Quebec things were as be- 
fore, and the brewers were making a 
"kick" because of their not being able 
to manufacture "any more poison." 
The speaker went on to tell of the 
many ways in which liquçr had ruined 
th* lives ot so Toany of our promlsnig* 
young men. how it affected the work- 
lag powers of the labourer, how it de- 
prived tbe poorer classes of the lux- 
uries of life and "kept them under" 
the heel of tbe rich. He attributed 
a great percenUge of the diseases «o 
drink, and said that It was the riuty 
of every 'Canadian who is worthy ofi 
the name "Canadian" should show! 
himself in a true Canadian spirit, and 
exert hfanselt tp the utmost In drlv-{ 
ing from the land the curse of ihej 
liquor traffic. j 
"Nation's health is nation's wealth"; 
Is the cry of prohibition. Out na- 
tion's health waa but a small thing 
in the aims of the llqut^r m<>n." 

R. Stanger. speakinjs for the nega- 
tive, affirmed that, in Quebec, the 
majority was not In favour of pro- 
hibition. He aupported his statement 
by quoting from lists of labour imions. 



and of gonwmors of business concerns. 
The speaker then rtTuied some of the 
arguments of the affirmative. Prohi- 
bition would be conticatlon pure an>l 
almple, aad coafiacatlon ^nce accom- 
pllahed on so enormous a scale would 
be an unwholesome procèdent, oft to 
be followed on other oocaalons. Pro- 

I hlbitlon. Mr. stan«er went Mr to say, 
is too drastic a measurt and would 
be a cause of discontent among the 
working classes. He admitted that 
the working classes were kept under 
by the néh, and for that reason he 
wished to know why the poor man 
ahonld sacrifice his little pleasure for 
the sake of a minority, living a life of 
ease, which, if it were brought to the 
level of the labourer would not he 
talking "prohibltinm." 

Mr. Stanger spoke of the Industrial 
and commercial demand for beer and 
the medicinal demand for liquid stimu- 
lants. He also told of the illicit dia- 
tllllng of poisonous liquors, which 
sent one to ruin more quickly than 
honest beer could In Its worst form. 
The speaker described the food values 
of beer; Its use as a cure for various 
ailments, and it« recupei-ative Influ- 
ence on the tired labourer, after his 
ten-hour day's work. Prohibition also 
has tailed to subdue the drinking pas 
slon. which will forever prompt re 

jsistantc all restrictive legislation. 

'lu conclusion. Mr, Stanger showed 
that education was the one means h; 
which a people might be taught to 
keep themselves from the grip of 
alcohol. 

Mr. Johnson, of the affirniativc. as- 
serted that Iho men who went over- 
seas were s'trong cnousb to hear what 
Blight hardships iirohihillon niixht 
brins iipnii Ihciii in .' taklnp from 
them whai they ihoughl they needed," 
especially as they would be benefitting 
the community by "giving up drink.'' 

He wrnt on lo say thai the liquor 
traffic; naa a menace to modéra ro- 
ciety, and was the root of nil e^nl, 
the cause of discontent, of misery in 
the home; It had done ail the thingc 
which the 'Hemperakce" Ucturer gra- 
phically depicts upon bte lantern 
slides. 

The speaker then told of ite effects 
on the advancement of civilization, by 
eraploylug too great a number of men 
of Canada's romparan\oly r-mall i>opi)- 
lation. whose senicca would bo ot real 
value in the great movement of recon- 
struction to-day. 

Mr. Johnson made vivid Ms argu- 
ments by citing examples of hls-per- 
Bonal experiencc.1. what he. himself, 
had seen in the course of liia llfo in 
Canada, and in Newfoundland. 

In conclusion, he stated that prohi- 
bition and prohibition only was the 
thing for the Province of Qurbcc. 

Mr. Caron, for the negative, in re- 
futation q£ the arguoienta of hotli.bis 
opponents, proved by reliable figurés 
from 'various departments' of tiré Unit- 
ed States Government that crime, In- 
sanity and .pauperism were not iu any 
way due to alcohol. Our master crim- 
inals never touch It. The speaker 
dealt vrith the subject from the stand- 
point of psychology, economics, com- 
merce and civilization. He stated 
that he admitted the existing; evils of 
drink, and that to neglect their cure 
would be criminal but to rush to the 
conclusion that their source should at 
once be destroyed. Is unworiby of tbe 
logic of ours, a self-governing nation 
of so gTeat a moral standing. Mnny, 
would be thrown out of employment 
at a time of world-wide reconstruction 
— the army of tbe unemployed is largo 
but vrill still be larger if the beer 
trade goes out of business. 

Mr. Caron went on to say that tht'i 



greatest single asaet to reconstructiea 
was "public ^ionfldence," which wtrald: 
be shaken by the closing of the bnow- 
eriea because prohibition was the 
enforcameot of a wsr measure In 
Peac* times: also because it would 
rendej- for too great a time $30,000.- 
000 worth of property, and would 
throw thousands out of employment. 
In weaUng about the returned sol- 
dier, the. speaker went on to eay that 
he went away to fight for liberty and 
a free country— "he should return to 
a country that is free In fact as well 
" in theory— he had his beer before 
tha war, during the war. and at the 
peace celebration he doea not under- 
stand why Le should be dictated to byi 
those who stayed at home." 

Witb regards to the affimatlvo'a 
words, "Health is Wealth." Mr. Car- 
on said: "It is true, it is a great 
saying, but I feel thai such health ia 
nothing m one's life without some 
form of stimulating recreation. What- 
better than hoaaet beer?" 

In conclusion, the speaker dealt 
with the legal situation where Quebec, 
whether prohibition be a federal or a 
provincial legislation, la bound lo lose. 

Dr. Fryer, in judging the debate, 
firet gave his helpful criticisms, and 
he declared that the "negative" bad 
won. In a closely contested debate. 

The meeting adjourned after a most 
enjoyable afternoon. •
